can of. It may be that the expecta- 
tions regarding the progress of the couutry 
which seemed to be more than justified by 
the result of the firat exhibition have 
not been realized, but its agricultural 
Capabilities, which made such a ood 
appearance then, have been more than 
established by the yearly exhibitions which: 
have been held since. Any person who has 
seen these successive exhibitions must be 
fully convinced that the agricultural capabil- 
ities of this section of country are second to 
none in Canada and thut its disabilities are 
less in number and importance than in 
almost any other. And vet an exhibition 
has never been held that might not have 
been improved by the addition of some 
articlo, animal or product whieh the owner 
tailed to bring. The proper objects of 
agricultural exhibitions are so well known 
and the fact of their wide usefulness so well 
established that nothing needs to be said on 
these points. Throughout eastern Canada 
and the United States they have become 
permanent institutions, costing the farming 
community hundreds of thousands of dollars 
yearly; and there is no probability that such 
an expenditure would be incurred or such 
continued interest be taken unless value was 
received forthe time and money spent as 
well as wear and tear on exhibits which is 
incurred. So well established is the fact of 
their usefulness and 80 convinced is the 
Cana:lian government of that fact that ten 
thousand dollars is appropriated yearly to 
aid in holding these exhibitions in the 
Northwest. The grant to each society of 
$250 a year, on the fulfilment of certain easy 
conditions, is a most substantial recognition 
of the desirability of bringing together in com- 
petition the best products that the country 
affords. Wuere the government shows 
such an active appreciation itis only to be 
expected that the people immediately inter- 
ested, the settlers themselves, wiil respond 
as heartily by turning out on show day, by 
bringing their products for exhibition, and 
abovejail things by trying to excel in these 
products—for that is the root of the watter. 
It is not necessary to remark that in all pro- 
bability the continuance of the large govern- 
ment grant depends on the use to which the 
money is put, and that if it should, be found: 
after a few years’ experience that it does not 
prove useful in establishing agricultural ex- 
hibitions in the Northwest it will be with-
